UIL.VDELPH1A. — Scarcely 
realizing It, we are ap- 
proaching the one hundred 
:md fiftieth anniversary of 
the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, wlilch, as every 
school child knows, took 
place on the Fourth of 
July, 1770. To some of us 
that historic event seems 
already In the dim and dis- 
tant past — others find it dif- 
ficult to convince tJiemselves that the 
man'elous changes throughout Uie 
world following in its wake could have 
been achieved In so short a space of 
time. This year tlie Declaration marks 
Its one hundred and forty-sixth year, 
but already the scenes are being set 
for a glorious celebration of Us sesqul- 
centennlul, outdoing In Impressive mag- 
nificence even the epochal Centennial 
celebration of 1S7G. 

By natural se<iueuco, this celebra- 
tion is to be held again In tlie city of 
Philadelphia as the repository of all 
the historic backgrounds and land- 
marks. Here In Philadelphia Is Inde* 
penJence hall, centering the group of 
beautiful colonial buildings stretching 
a whole block on lower Chestnut 
street, fully restored and preserved. 
Here the Contlneutal congress held Its 
sessions' and here ,John Hancock In- 
scribed his name la his big, bold hnnd 
so King George could read It without 
using spectacles. Here Is the famous 
Liberty bell tliat proclaimed the glad 
tldmgs "throughout nil the land unto 
all the Inhnbltnnts thereof." Uore are 
the quaint desks and well-worn chnlcs 
used by the fathers, and here Is one 
of the original drafts of our American 
Magim Charta In the fine ppnmnushlp 
of Thomiis JeiTerson with his own In- 
terlineations and alterations. Here are 
Innumerable heritages Instinct with 
tlie sacred memories of self-sacrificing 
patriots to whom wo are indebted for 
the nchleveineat of our liberty. 

The enduring character of the re- 
public thus established has ladeed been 
vlndlcnted by the severest tests and 
most Uery ordeals— by the ravages of 
civil war and the burdens borne for 
the down-trodden of other lands. Now 
after a conflict of Intensified tierceness 
such as the world never before wit- 
nessed, the principles of liberty upon 
which our government has been balld- 
ed and developed shine forth more 
clearly than ever as the beacon light 
of new nations whose most ardent as- 
piration, however envious, Is to emu- 
lute our. progress and prosperity. If 
all this has happened in the period of 
ino years, uiiy, If most of this advance 
has been miide In the last 50 years of 
the 150, what may wo not look for In 
the next 50 years? And how can we 
guide ourselves better in looking ahead 
than by reviewing what has been dono 
through a survey of past achievements 
in the fields of science, art and indus- 
try?

One year ago Saturday Governor 
Len Small, in a statement - ad- 
dressed to the people of Illinois, an- 
nouriced his determination of convolc- 
ing the general assembly in ex- 
traordinary, session in an endeavor to 
obtain from it favorable action on two 
matters of legislation of vital impor- 
tance to the people of Illinois and, 
more particularly, p£ Chicago. 

The legislation ho desired was 
Mayor's Thompson's plan for people's 
ownership of local transportation sys- 
tems and their operation on 5 cent 
fares, and the measure to revise the 
revenue law in such manner as to 
permit equitable distribution of the 
burden 'of taxation. 

Ten days later Gov. Small slashed 
$7,000,000 from the appropriation bill 
passed by tho fifty-second general 
assembly. Included in the deductions 
were allotments of $G88,000 for the of- 
fice of Attorney General Edward J. 
Brundage. 

July S, 1921, came an anno unce- 



ment that C' Fred Mortimer, state's 
attorney- of Sangamon county, had; 
at the direction of Attomey.; General 
Brundage, recalled the grand jury in 
special session, and purposed having 
it make an investigation int6 the con- 
duct of the state treasurer's office 
while ; it was administered by Gov. 
ernor Len Small and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Fred E. Sterling. ■ _ 

It .moved Governor Small to the fol- 
lowing comment: ;, 

"The schemes and slanders of the 
character assassins, who are' tools of 
tho rich tax dodgers and the traction 
barons, and those who have been pre- 
vented by my veto from looting tho 
state treasury will not deter me from 
I doing everything within my power to 
carry out the principles- upon which I 
made my campaignj and which 1 
reiterated in my inaugural address." 
-July 2, 1921, the grand jury ro- 
tumed indictment* charging that: 
'^^ Governor Small, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor^ Sterling aqd Vernon S. Curtis, 
Grant Park bankei:, einbfezzled $700,- 
000 of the state's funds. 

Governor Small embezzled $500,000 
of the" state's money. » 

Lieutenant Governor Sterling em- 
bezzled $700,000 of the, state's money. 
Governor Small, Lieutenant - Gov- 
ernor SteVling and Mr. Curtis con- 
spired to'd(^fpaud the state of $2,000,- 

000. 
■ Gov. Small replied: 

"Attorney General Brundage has 
succeeded in obtaining this indict- 
ment because of the personal fury 1 
aroused in him when I refused to 
permit him to take from the tax- 
payers' pockets $1,500,000 for tho up- 
keep of his personal political ma- 
chine." ... 

Arguments' followed before Judge 
E. S. Smith in the Sangamon county 
circuit court on the validity of an in- 
dictment pi a governor wbile in office, 
The contention, was made that such a 
procedure was - contrary to the con- 
stitution, in that it was an invasion of 
the rights, of the executive department 
of government by the judicial. Judge 
Smith ruled against . the contention 
and fixed the governor's bonds at 
$50,000. 

Gov. Small was advised to resist 
arrest, even though it involved the 
calling of the militia,, hut ruled 
against the suggestion. 

August 9, Sheriff Henry Mester and 
Ora Lemon, a deputy, visited ^he 
executive mansion and ■ placed Gov.
